The closest prior art to the present invention is Lim et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,081 ,460). Lim et al. disclosed an integrated circuit having an external terminal 
coupled to a power voltage level detector. Lim et al. failed to show or suggest the 
combination of an external terminal receptive of a voltage, a voltage detector circuit for 
detecting a voltage of the external terminal, and a protective transistor connected 
between the external and a ground, wherein the protective transistor having a drain 
region and a gate electrode surrounding the drain region as in claims 1-10, or the 
protective transistor having the drain and the gate electrode disposed in overlapping 
relation with an end of the drain region as in claims 11-15.
